WHERE’S JUNIOR? 
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Each of these can cause an allergy 


Ue yscx GRAINS of ragweed pollen, for ex- 
ample, may cause “hay fever”’—a dis- 
order that affects many thousands of 
Canadians, 

In addition, many thousands of other 
people in our country have asthma, sneez- 
ing spells, digestive upsets, or skin rashes 
because they are allergic to a wide variety 
of seemingly harmless things. 

Allergy is a sensitivity to certain sub- 
stances which cause no trouble for most 
people. While allergies are seldom, if ever, 
fatal, they can cause great discomfort. 
Moreover, if allowed to go untreated, they 
may undermine good health. This is par- 
ticularly true of asthma. 

Medical scicnce has developed increas- 
ingly effective ways to control allergies. 
For example, inoculations against “hay 
fever’ help many people to avoid this sea- 
sonal ailment entirely, or make it much 
milder. 

Treatments for this condition are most 
beneficial, however, when taken well in ad- 
vance of the pollen season. In fact, at least 
85 percent of the patients are relieved 
through early treatment, but only 40 per- 
cen? are helped when inoculations are 
delayed. 


Relief from allergies due to obscure 
causes generally requires much “‘detective 
work.” This is why the doctor asks detailed 





questions about when, where, and under 
what circumstances the condition occurs. 
Such questions give him clues to the iden- 
tity of the offending substances. They also 
help him to determine if other factors — 
such as emotional upsets—may be involved. 


Once he has found what causes the al- 
lergic reaction — through the history of the 
case supplemented by diagnostic skin tests 
—appropriate treatment can be started. 
These tests may be made by applying cer- 
tain substances to the skin either directly 
orthroughasmall scratch, or thesubstances 
may be injected directly into the outer 
layer of the skin. 

The treatment for an allergy may be 
simple. If, for instance, a patient's sensi- 
tivity is caused by feathers, relief may be 
had by substituting a pillow made of rub- 
ber or other materials. Sometimes, however, 
treatment may be prolonged, especially if 
an allergy is caused by a sensitivity to many 
different things. 


There is no “‘sure cure” for any type 
of allergy, but prompt and proper treat- 
ment may lead to its control. So, if you are 
bothered by an allergic condition, even a 
minor one, consult your doctor. He, or a 
recommended specialist, may help you 
avoid further reactions through treatment 
that effectively relieves three out of four 
cases.

HAPPY DOUBLE LIFE

VILLE 
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[' HAS become the fashion in recent years to 

Say that we expect the housewife to be a 
combination of economist, nutrition expert, 
sociologist, psychiatrist and educator. This is 
still trotted out whenever housewives begin to 
feel dissatisfied or futile. For some women such 
lofty appeals doubtless help. Some don’t even 
need them. 

For another kind of woman, however, this 
description does not really help one bit. If such 
a woman were to put her vague dissatisfactions 
into words, she would sound something like this: 

“That’s just the point—I’m expected to be a 
combination of economist, nutrition expert, 
sociologist, psychiatrist and educator. I’m also 
expected to be chief cook and bottle washer, 
cleaning woman, baby-chaser, peacemaker and 
errand girl. How can I be all those things? I can 
only make feeble jabs at all the things expected 
of me and keep going as best I can.” 

Telling this woman to relax and find satisfac- 
tion in her role does not make her either relaxed 
or satisfied. We feel that it might be easier if she 
could do certain positive things to enlarge her 
role, to create a program that is more satisfying 
to herself. 

We are concerned here mainly with those 
women who have no shining talent, no driving 
ambition, no clear goal, and yet feel that some- 
thing is wrong with the way they spend their 
lives. Of these women probably only a small 
proportion will succeed in solving their problems 

and none of them will do it easily. 


All Alone—With the Kids 


I'he three main problem sources for women 
today are: 

First: Isolation—being so much alone or in the 
company of children, with only sporadic and 
shallow relations with other adults. 

Second: The machinery of modern daily 
living, with its endless complications and frus- 
trations. 

Third: Submergence of the interests and 
ambitions which women had when they were 
young, resulting often in a drying up of skills 
and even of talents. 

Women in large cities and small towns, as well 
as in rural areas, say that being alone so much is 


When their 


children are at school they are actually alone for 


what they find hardest to bear. 


hours at a stretch. And after school older boys 
and girls generally play with each other; they 
don’t keep their mothers company. Even when 
their children are small and in the house most 
women are lonely in a way that they had not 
anticipated. 

Why don’t they get together more often? 
For one thing, most women want the companion- 
ship of other adults under circumstances which

small children, each demanding attention so that 
a sentence is rarely completed, a chain of thought 
is rarely followed through without interruption. 

Some kind of social centre designed to furnish 
a variety of recreational facilities for older people ’ 
as well as for children and young people, seems 
necessary today. Such community centres would 
probably include nursery schools as a matter of 
course. They might also have a sewing room 
which mothers could use while their children are 
at nursery school, where they could more con- 
veniently and more pleasantly do their sewing 
and mending in the companionship of other 
mothers. It might be worth while to set up 
several ironing boards in these rooms, too, for 
ironing seems to draw the “hate” of women more 
often than other household tasks. 

Another approach to the same problem is seen 
where an enterprising mother has organized a 
dozen other young women in running a play 
group. In this way the mothers not only supply 
the opportunity for their children to play with 
other youngsters, but by sharing the supervision 
of the group among themselves, each woman 
obtains some welcome relief for part of each day 
or for one day a week. 

This kind of ingenuity has led to the establish- 
ment of hundreds of co-operative nursery schools 
and also of afterschool play groups for older 
children. In some cases the mothers themselves 
supply all the help needed; in others they hire a 
young trained assistant to supplement their 
efforts. 

And sometimes one thing leads to another. It 
is but a short step to organizing a pool for sitters, 
or a co-operetive scheme for utilizing practical 
nurses. In one housing development the mothers 
installed a publie information centre in the 


communal laundry near the automatic machines 


and maintained a bulletin board for all items of 


interest to the residents. They also ran a circulat- 
ing library staffed by the mothers in rotation. All 
these voluntary efforts indicate that people every- 
where are discovering in their immediate situa- 
tions new needs for which our old convent o 1s do 
not adequately provide, and are devising ways to 
satisfy them. 

Running a close second to the sense of 
isolation from which so many women suffer is the 
feeling that the machinery of living takes up so 
much time that there’s none left in which to live. 
Naturally you assume three meals a day and 
clothes that are clean and reasonably pressed. 
But to expend your entire self thinking only about 
food and clothing 

marketing, 
cooking, cleaning 
up; washing, 


mending, ironing tthe manny Ene 


Of course, many women do not feel that way. 
These activities, they feel, are women’s work. 
Homemaking, it is called, and it involves tending 
to all the physical needs, large and small, of those 
who live in the home. But for those women who 
do not find these things completely satisfying, it 
is extremely frustrating to be always absorbed 
in keeping their families fed, clothed and housed. 


Jill of All Jobs 


Changes in the mechanics of our daily lives, 
however well intended and however beneficial, 
have to be paid for. Automatic washing machines 
or the readymade dough mixes do undoubtedly 
lighten household tasks, but the net effect is that 
these devices enable—almost compel—the one 
lone individual in the home, all by herself, to 
perform a multitude of operations. 

Paradoxically, while labor-saving devices have 
raised our standards of living, they have not 
necessarily increased the leisure of the young 
housewife with children. And here is the danger: 
in doing a tiny bit of everything, one’s work often 
seems to add up to nothing. 

If there is no time left from keeping house and 
tending children, a woman is forced to submerge 
And for 


many women, there is not even a chance to find 


the interests and skills she had as a girl. 


out where their real interests and abilities lie. 

The woman who has a definite talent knows 
what she would like to do with her time. If she 
gets help in running her household in order to 
become a concert pianist, the choice is clear and 
is understandable to almost anyone. These 
women are in the minority, however. Most 
women who have a choice, or the illusion of 
choice, find it difficult to account for themselves 

to others and to themselves. They resent spend- 
ing all their time on the machinery of living, 
yet they are vague about what they would like 
to be doing. They apologize for not having a 
talent or specific training. They feel they would 
have to “accomplish” something. Even if a 
woman has a job which satisfies her, she is 
apologetic if it is not an important job or a 
glamorous job. 

The pity is that these women feel apologetic 
only because of a general misunderstanding 
about the essential realities. It is obviously 
unfair to measure the achievements of volunteer 
or amateur workers or casual workers against 
those of full-time professional workers. Besides, 
few people, even men who work full time, can 

look forward to achieving 
much in terms of big 
money or fame or even 
honorable mention. The

FF room. In bygone days beneath the massive, multicolored glass 
a lamp that hung heavily over the table, the children, “seen but not 
heard,” choked down the heavy fare while father presided with ponderous 
decorum. 

Today we have a lighter touch with the children, the food and the 
decoration of the dining room. And a good thing too. 

However, the lighter touch should not imply a more careless touch. 
Meal time is when the family comes together and a pleasant atmosphere 
while eating does more for happy family relations than three books on the 
subject. 

We are perhaps too inclined to take eating for granted, in our busy 
world of today, but I like to remember the last stanza of a poem written 
a hundred years ago by Owen Meredith—pen name of the Earl of Lytton: 


He may live without books—what is knowledge but grieving? 
He may live without hope—what is hope but deceiving? 

He may live without love—what is passion but pining? 

But where is the man that can live without dining? 


This verse would be ideal io begin the section on dining rooms in your 


personal Home Decorating Guidebook. You can start one today by buying 





yourself one of those big economy-size scrapbooks, and if you missed any 
of the earlier lessons in this course (covering basic decorating principles, 
bedroom, kitchen, bathroom and recreation room problems) you can obtain 
them by following instructions printed on page 81 of this issue. Perhaps 
you already have your Home Decorating Guidebook bulging with ideas. 

In either case, after you have pasted the anonymous Eari’s poem into 
the first page of your dining-room section, read it again and reflect on how 
important and happy a place eating holds in our lives—and particularly 
in our family life. If mealtime is to be serene and conducive to good family 
relations, plan your eating area so that it has dignity. 

Right here let us define “dignity” so that when it is used in this course 
we know what it means. “Dignity,” according to my dictionary, means 
“true worth or excellence.” A dignified piece of furniture or a dignified 
room fulfills its purpose and any craftsmanship connected with the furniture 
or room is of excellent quality. 

For example, a country kitchen with its softwood floor scrubbed clean, 
a simple sturdy kitchen table and chairs, and well-tended pots of geraniums 
at the sparklingly clean windows has more dignity than many “fancier” 
dining rooms so jammed with characterless untasteful furniture that they 
remind you of bargain sale windows. Let us make sure that our dining

levy on church recreation halls. But 
Charlotte calmly insisted on her right 
to speak her piece as a private citizen, 
not as mayor—and got her hearing. She 
also returned the compliment, sometime 
later, by making a radio appeal to 
citizens at large to attend a council 
meeting at which a knotty transporta- 
tion issue was to be discussed. She 
packed the council chamber and the 
halls outside. 

Charlotte started getting the people 
“into the act” when she held her own 
New Year’s Day levee, which was 
attended by as many people as went to 
Government House the same day. At 
the first council meeting of 1952 she 
initiated a “state of the city” address 
to tell the voters how Ottawa was doing. 

These tactics have won Charlotte so 
much public confidence that she’s had 
to have her unlisted telephone number 
changed four because people 
track her down at all hours to tell her 
their troubles. Fifty-four and_ plain 
featured, Charlotte Whitton has a 
vitality, a sense of humor and a human 
quality that warm people toward her 
Her only con- 
cessions to make-up are a hasty run- 
through with a comb and a flick 
powder, but Ottawa folks like her for 
her one vanity—her extraordinarily 
small and pretty size-two feet, which 
she loves to show off in brightly colored 
high-heel shoes.

Mayor On Strike 


The kind of public figure who just 
naturally gets into the newspapers, 
Mayor Whitton also has an inspired 
touch for snaring any headlines that 
threaten to pass her by. After Toronto 
columnist Lotta Dempsey, now editor 
of Chatelaine, provided one of the 
lighter moments of the royal visit to 
Ottawa by falling into the Ottawa 
River, Charlotte made her a presenta- 
tion of a bathing suit. 

She made further news capital out of 
a picture of her published in a Paris 
newspaper over the caption, “Canadian 
mother and daughter talking to Princess 
Elizabeth.” Charlotte wrote a letter 
to the French editor which 
editors reprinted: 


Canadian 
“In the interests of 
the city and my own reputation I should 
inform you that | am Mayor of Ottawa 
and a respectable spinster in my fifties.” 

Hor challenge to take any other 
Canadian mayor on for a plowing match, 
continues to produce pictures of her 
practicing up on her brother-in-law’s 
90-acre farm in preparation for what 
threatens to become the biggest event 
of the international plowing matches at 
Carp, near Ottawa, next month. 

No wonder editors dubbed Charlotte 
Whitton “Woman of the Year” for 
1951, for then and since she has hit the 
headlines more often than any other 
Canadian woman and most Canadian 
men. But no other topic won such 
space as her nonappearance at the 
When 
Mayor Allan Lamport of Toronto took 
her to task for it she told him to mind 
his own business. Then Lamport sent 
Whitton flowers to patch up their 
quarrel and she gave him a brochure, 


Governor-General’s induction. 
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symbol of Ottawa lumbering days, by 
way of a hatchet they could bury . 
and each succeeding incident made 
another story. 

Actually, there was nothing contra- 
dictory about the mayor who cherishes 
symbols ignoring the induction of the 
new Governor-General, because he was 
a Canadian governor-general. This was 
a break with tradition and Charlotte 
feared that under the new plan the 
viceregal post might become a political 
handout and lower the prestige of the 
Crown. (She subsequently extended 
Ottawa’s official greetings to Governor- 
General Massey, after the period of 
court mourning for the late King had 
ended.) 

The Whitton conviction that ancient 
rites and customs should be revived 
rather than abandoned amounts to a 
minor passion. For her inauguration as 
mayor she brought down the ornately 
carved, high-backed mayor’s chair which 
had been gathering dust in the civic 
attic for twenty-two years. She dug 
out of the city archives some nineteenth 
century prints of early Ottawa to hang 
in her office. And when the federal 
government recently tried to christen a 
new housing development “Tunney’s 
Park,” Charlotte denounced this in 
favor of retaining the earlier and mor¢ 
plebeian name of “Tunney’s Pasture.” 

“A lot of people are too fond of 
changing place names for prestige and 
snobbishness,” the mayor declared hotly. 

Yet other lovers of what is right and 
proper were dismayed when the mayor 
went on strike against her own Board 
of Control. The board objected to 
Charlotte drafting a letter replying to a 
request on which the board hadn’t yet 
reached a decision. So she refused to 
take action on anything for three days, 
to show what a log jam would develop 
if business wasn’t expedited by the 
mayor’s office. 

Ottawa’s City Hall burned down 
twenty-two years ago so that council 
meetings take place in the Public School 
Board building. Here, Queen Charlotte, 
wearing her gold chain of office, presides 
over four controllers, twenty-eight alder- 
men, city clerk and other officials. 


Push Your Own Snow 


She rules with a firm hand and quick 
tongue. She acknowledges each alder- 
man who wishes to speak by calling 
out his name. He rises and addresses 
her either as “Your Worship” or ““Mad- 
am Mayor.” If other aldermen dare 
to whisper while he is talking, they get 
a warning crack of the gavel and a 
stern look which is generally softened 
by a half smile and wag of the finger. 

But it is the Whitton quips, rather 
than her formal speeches, that provide 
the spark to Ottawa’s council meetings. 
One midwinter night she terminated a 
long and tedious discussion about prepa- 
rations for a beach by snapping, “‘Well, 
gentlemen, you'll have to get the bull- 
dozers out there now if you want to 
have the bathing girls out there in June.” 

At another time an alderman com- 
plained that city snowplows were push- 
ing snow onto private property but that 
when the owners pushed it back they 
were fined. When the debate had droned 
on aimlessly for some time, Charlotte 
briskly brought it to a finish, “Well, 
tell them that they can push our snow 


back—but if they push one shovelful of 


their own snow onto the road, they’ll 
be fined for sure.” 
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One flustered alderman who felt his 
judgment was being questioned, shouted 
belligerently, “Well, that’s my opinion, 
and I’ve certainly reached the age of 
discretion. I was 34 last Saturday.” 
Charlotte made him a courtly bow and 
remarked drily, “We all wish you a 
happy birthday, I’m sure.” 

She puts in a sixteen-hour day herselt 
and when she first took office she thought 
nothing of keeping her council until the 
small hours of the morning. Finally 
after a meeting that ended at 3.04 a.m.

An added factor is 
that the unknown woman who wants 
to write or paint or dance, but who has 
no success to show for her efforts, is 
often looked upon as self-indulgent an 
a little peculiar to “prefer,” as her 
friends put it, dabbing in paints ti 
being with her own darling little girl. 

Thes« samc neighbors may love an 
occasional game of bridge or golf or a 
chance to go shopping with a friend. 
They joyfully hire baby-sitters to fre 
themselves for such outings, vet they 
do not for a moment ask themselves i 
they “prefer” the fun to their children. 

It is a very great pity that unless a 
woman makes a flashing, splashing 
success her work is not treated with 
respect. After she does make a splash 
her work is held in a kind-of reverence 
out of all proportion to its intrinsic 
worth. A woman in a small town spok« 
admiringly of a TV performer. 

“She’s terribly amusing,” the woman 
said, “and she’s a wonderful mother, 
too. Why, this morning she had het 
little girl on the program. The cutest 
thing you ever saw.” 

Yet in the same conversation, just a 
lew minutes later, the woman criticized 
a neighbor who had two children and 
yet spent two hours every morning in 
a friend’s attic working on a_ book. 
a isn’t she? Hardly a mother at 
all.” 
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From the point of y iew of the we nen 
themselves, or from the point of view 
of society, is it necessary Is It WIse 
to make them choose between being 
mothers and human 
beings? It does seem reasonable to

hope that, in time, having a normal 
and warm family life will not auto- 
matically cut a woman off from. the 
other satisfactions of life.

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The child did not recover completely. 
Her back remained weak for a number 
of years, so that she needed more rest 
than most children and more careful 
supervision. 

During Barbara’s school years Mrs. 
Berger had only one outside activity. 
She had always been interested in books 
and now had become particularly inter- 
ested in children’s books. So she joined 
a group of women who worked together 
evaluating books for boys and girls. 
Mrs. Berger could read the books at 
home, and she attended committee 
meetings only once a week at the 
organization’s headquarters. 

From time to time, because of her 
wide experience in the field, she was 
asked to review children’s books for 
newspapers. And then one day a 
publisher asked her to compile an 
anthology of children’s stories. This 
proved quite successful, and she was 
asked to work on other anthologies. Of 
course she was paid for these projects. 

Barbara is now seventeen and will be 
going to college next year. Except for 
the fact that she must confine her sports 
to swimming, she is completely recovered 
from her bout with polio. Her mother 
has just taken on two part-time jobs. 
One is with a publisher and the other 
work on an encyclopedia; both are in 
the field of children’s books, a field in 
which slowly, unspectacularly, without 
ambition, but with good responsible 
work Mrs. Berger has made herself an 
authority. 


Mrs. Carlotti’s Family Prospects 


Mrs. Carlotti was an orphan brought 
up in a succession of foster homes. Her 
final foster home was with two un- 
married sisters and their widowed 
mother. The mother ran the house 
while the two sisters supported the 
family on secretarial jobs. The sisters 
siw this young girl through high school 
and secretarial school and then helped 
her get a job as secretary in a publicity 
firm. There she met Mr. Carlotti and 
at the age of nineteen married him. 

After her marriage Mrs. Carlotti kept 
on with her job. Her salary was small 
and so was her husband’s. They went 
to work together, they did the marketing 
together, and they cleaned their two 
rooms together. “This is our honey- 
moon,” Mrs. Carlotti sometimes said. 
“We'll never be together so much after 
our six children come.” 

The Carlottis did not have six child- 
ren, but they did have four. The first 
one, a girl, was born three years after 
their marriage. Mrs. Carlotti gave up 
her job a few months before Nina was 
born, and for about six months she was 
completely absorbed in the baby. Then 
she found that she had a little extra 
time on her hands. She kept in touch 
with her husband’s oflice and with the 
two sisters’ office and she did typing 
for them at ..ome. 

Twice a month she would leave the 
baby with a trusted sitter. An hour’s 
ride on the bus, an hour of shopping or 
window-shopping, lunch in town with 
her husband or her friends, and then a 
conference on work to be done at one 
of the two offices: this was Mrs. Car- 
lotti’s bimonthly outing and she enjoyed 
it thoroughly. Her baby looked awfully 
good to her when she got home in the 
evening, and, so far as she could dis- 
cover, Mommy’s absence never had any 
effects on Nina. , 

She was so good at her work that 


presently she was given by both offices 
more typing than she could handle. 
Mrs. Carlotti had the typing done 
individually by other mothers in the 
neighborhood, each one working in her 
own home. But when there were 
envelopes to be addressed she had the 
women come to her house to work, and 
it turned into a sort of sewing bee. 
Naturally these mothers didn’t mak« 
fabulous amounts, nor did they hav« 
hilarious times on these sociable work 
afternoons. But they did enjoy being 
together while they worked. 

As for Mrs. Carlotti, she not only 
retained her skill in typing, but, much 
more important, developed her very 
real executive ability. Her little business 
did not expand, but it continued to 
flourish quietly over the years while she 
continued to have children: two girls 
and two boys. By the time the youngest 
was ready for school Mr. Carlotti was 
promoted to head up the branch offic 
of a public relations firm. This meant 
of course that the family moved to a 
different city. 

After they were established in th« 
new neighborhood and the children 
started in their new school Mrs. Carlotti 
began helping her husband in his oflic« 
a few hours at a time.

Here was a clear case where, instead 
of pulling her away from her family, 
mother’s activity has pulled the family 
closer together, made the children tec! 
related to their father’s work. 

The Carlotti children are now seven- 
teen, fifteen, twelve and nine. Mrs. 
Carlotti works regularly in her husband’s 
firm. She leaves the office at three- 
thirty instead of at five, and it ts 
understood that she will be allowed time 
off to take a child to a doctor or to see 
the children perform at their school 
play. Her salary is arranged with thes« 
contingencies in mind. While Mrs. 
Carlotti is lucky and such arrangements 
are far from usual at the present, w« 
must remember that she had proved 
herself a useful, responsible person first 
and then, as a direct result, this ideal 
working arrangement was made for her. 


Mrs. Daniels, R.N. 


Mrs. Daniels is a graduate of a school 
of nursing. She worked at her profession 
for a few years, but after marriage gav« 
it up entirely. During World War I] 
she was called back into service by 
hospital near her home. 

At this time her youngest child was 
six years old, the twins were ten, and 
Elaine, the eldest, was thirteen. The 
twins were pretty self-suflicient, but 
after-school arrangements were made 
for them to report to a neighbor and 
tell her whether they were going to play 
in the school yard, or work in the shop, 
or go over to someone’s to play. Billy, 
the youngest, was in school only during 
the morning, and Mrs. Daniels had to 
arrange with this same neighbor to care 
for him during the afternoons. This 
was a businesslike arrangement, which 
Mrs. Daniels paid for.

Given a choice, Mrs. Daniels says she 
would not want the full-day arrange- 
ment she had during the war. 

We may reasonably expect that new 
kinds of work, as of play, will continue 
to increase. The present trends seem 
also to point to greater variety among 
volunteer jobs. 


More Part-Time Jobs 


The volunteer worker has changed 
considerably over the years. The “Lady 
Bountiful” type of volunteer worker is 
as out of date as the buttonhook. In 
the place of that type of volunteer we 
may expect more well-informed and 
well-trained women working for the 
community, principally to get better 
facilities for themselves and their chil- 
dren. 

For many women the inability to get 
suitable part-time jobs is the one thing 
which keeps them from making a happy 
adjustment. They have only the bitter 
choice of either remaining away from 
home for too many hours at a stretch 
or else keeping out of the stream of 
work altogether. 

We cannot expect employers to 
develop a policy of part-time work 
schedules for women as a social service. 
But many have discovered that arrang- 
ing for special hours that take into 
account the worker as well as the work 
have proved to be practicable and 
profitable.

Perhaps the most common example 
is the case of department stores. When 
they arranged for an extra shift of 
saleswomen from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. they 
did not do it to be “nice” to mothers.

More and more parents now support- 
ing students in college or professional 
schools do so because they realize that 
their young people can thus marry and 
continue their studies. If they didn’t 
marry, parents would still have had to 
support them. One of the obstacles to 
this kind of arrangement has been the 
inability of urban parents to justi®y a 
“subsidy.” It helps to remind parents 
that in the past, by gifts of land, cattle, 
equipment, or personal effects, if not a 
cash dowry, farmers and well-to-do city 
families always helped the young people 
to get married before they could support 
themselves. 

On the whole these trends seem to us 
wholesome, especially since they are 
more common among responsible young 
people. One of the probable results of 
earlier marriages will be that more 
mothers will have “empty nests” at an 
earlier age. We are optimistic enough 
to hope that eventually educated girls 
who have married at an early age will, 
in their turn, learn how to live a richer 
life after their children have grown up 
and left home. 

The good life, the rich, full life—it 
is different for each one of us. Yet 
certain certain values are 
universally cherished. It seems to us 
that a happy marriage and 
children are such values.

Dining areas today include three 
different types of rooms. There is the 
conventional dining room—a separate 
room designed for the purpose of eating 
and to accommodate dining room furni- 
ture. Here we are able to achieve dignity 
graciously and comfort with ease, but 
we must guard against ostentation, 
monotony and against being prosaic. 

The second is the dinette—a small 
room or alcove, furnished separately 
from the adjoining room. Our problem 
here is to make this area appear as 
large and uncluttered as possible. This 
is not the place to indulge your liking 
for large designs in either furniture o1 
materials, nor does the word “dinette” 
imply that the room must be “cute or 
tricky.”

Furniture Construction 


Here are some facts you should know 
about the construction of 


| before you buy. 


Solid wood should always be used for 
areas to be carved and structural parts 


such as chair legs, table legs, etc. Back | 
legs of a piece of furniture should be | 
part of the design not just props “stuck | 


on” the article. Curved legs should be 
fashioned from one piece of wood—not 
a straight leg with a curved piece glued 
on for effect. 

For flat surfaces and curves beautiful 
veneers are often used. 
are applied with a glue which is stronger 
than. wood itself. Cheaper veneers are 
applied with inferior glue and workman- 
ship and soon peel away from the wood. 

Joints should be examined carefully 
in any piece of furniture you buy. 
Butted joints that are nailed or which 
have one flat surface glued to another 
flat surface are to be avoided because 
air pockets may form in the glue, 
weakening the join. Good joints are: 
(1) Dowel, in which a round peg on one 
piece fits into a round hole on the other 
piece. (2) Mortise-and-tenon which uses 
a square peg fitting into a square hole. 
(3) Tongue and groove which has a long 
peg at the top end of one piece fitting 
into a groove in the other piece. All 
these joints give air a chance to escape 
when the pieces are fitted together, so 
that no air pockets will form to weaken 
the join. 

Blocks which are used to give added 
support in any right-angle joint should 
fit exactly and they should be screwed 
into place. A straight piece of wood that 
is simply nailed across the corner is a 
sign of poor construction. Drawer fronts 
should be fitted to the sides by “‘dove- 
tail’”’ joints—never just nailed or screwed. 
To test construction, sit in chairs and 
try to wiggle them before you buy to 
make sure they are sound and level to 
the floor. Rock tables for the same 
reason.

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For efficient use of space tables should 
conform to the shape of the room 
oblong tables for long narrow rooms, etc. 
And always leave enough room behind a 
dining chair so that the diners won't feel 
they are pinned to the table. 

The average height of the dining 
room table should be between twenty- 
eight and thirty inches from the floor. 
Allow about twenty to twenty-one 
inches per person for correct setting and 
comfortable eating. 

If you are buying a good table, buy 





one with leaves which can be stored 
away for later on when you will have a 
larger room and family. 

Round tables are becoming popular 
again because they seat more people 
comfortably than the oblong or square 
table and produce a dignified yet in- 
formal atmosphere. Round tables are 
perfect for the small dining area, where 
corner cupboards can use otherwise 
wasted space and “shape” the room to 
fit the table. 

Now on the market are low, square 
coffee tables that can be raised to 
bridge-table height to seat four com- 
fortably for dining. Some of these can 
also be elongated into oblong refectory 
tables seating six or providing buffet 
service for sixteen. These tables were 
originally designed for small apartments 
and they are ideal for the combination 
living and dining rooms found in so 
many new homes. 

Other space-savers are tables with 
drop leaves, and the long narrow re- 
fectory table can also be obtained with 
slide-out ends for added length when 
company comes. 

Dining room tables with wrought iron 
legs are seen now even in very formal 
rooms, although these are scarcely a 
new idea. Bronze and iron furniture was 
made when Egypt was at its height and 
examples still survive in museums. 
Modern wrought iron tables with glass 


tops give a light, delicate appearance to 
a room. Tables with wooden tops 
sometimes have a shelf of wrought iron 
beneath the wood, which is not onl, 
decorative but can be used to sli 
plates from the first course out of sight 
while you get on with dessert, saving you 
a trip to the kitchen. 

If you have to make do with an old 
table of little value you can turn it into 
an asset by painting it the color of your 
room; or, if you prefer, paint it black, o: 
give it a marbelized finish. If you ar 
clever artistically paint a design on it. 
These tables combine attractively with 
either period or good modern chairs. 

Remember, though, simplified living 
mustn’t mean uncomfortable living. 
Few men or women enjoy eating buffet 
meals off their laps, or in any othe: 
tortured position. The lamp table that 
is actually the top table of a graduated 
nest of three or four other tables is th« 
answer here. These will provide indivi- 
dual settings for your guests, but they 
should be large enough to take place 
mat, silver, water glass and napkin. 

Although it is not necessary for every 
piece of furniture in your room to match 
precisely, when you start to buy dining 
room chairs it is wise to think of sets. 
A popular thought is the use of two 
upholstered matching armchairs at a 
table combined with a set of side chairs. 
If you wish you can first buy the two 
upholstered chairs that will serve you 
and your husband three times a day, 
adding suitably slip-covered kitchen 
chairs as your needs expand. Your set 
of chairs can be completed as you can 
afford it, even if this must wait until 
your children are grown up. It is quite 
permissible to combine modern un- 
cushioned chairs with a set of good 
period chairs. 

The most comfortable height for a 
dining room chair is one with a seat 
seventeen to eighteen inches from the

Dining chair seats should be 
-overed in material that wears well and 
cleans easily. Any material stretched 
tautly may usually be dry-cleaned at 
home with a commercial cleaner, or 
simply scrubbed with soap and water, 
rinsed with clear water and dried by 
rubbing briskly with a towel. 

When you buy a sideboard do not let 
it overpower or crowd the people using 
the room. Small modern sideboards 
with sliding doors are a happy com- 
promise for the smaller dining area, 
and they may be used in the living room 
or bedroom if you move to larger quar- 
ters. You might find corner cupboards 
a wise replacement for old china cup- 
boards in your dining area, occupying 
much less room while being more decora- 
tive. Open shelves on dining room walls 
not only house your china but by 
displaying it clearly add a decorative 
note that is in keeping with the purpose 
of your room. 

Old-fashioned bedroom bureaus with 
the mirror part removed also make 
cheap and pleasant storage space for 
your silver and ‘table linen. 


Floor Coverings 


The best floor covering for a room in 
which you will eat three meals a day is 
a smooth one which will not soil too 
readily. 

Choose a flocr covering that will not 
slide when you move chairs and tables. 
Your dining room is no place fer carved 
broadloom or any other bumpy rug 
surface that will make your chairs or 
table tilt unsteadily. 

Linoleum is excellent for dining use. 
Used with borders or an over-all design 
it gives added formal charm to the 
smallest nook. 

Beautiful oriental rugs also are hard to 
improve on for dining areas because the 
intricate pattern camouflages crumbs 
and chair marks. 

Woolen and rayon broadloom and 
narrow broadloom stripping sewn to- 
gether give a room added size and a 
luxury look. Dark colors show specks 
so that you are wise to choose practical 
colors such as grey, beige, and soft grey 
tones of any cclor. 

Cotton carpeting with a smooth finish, 
jute carpet, or stripping are also practi- 
cal and the available designs are par- 
ticularly flattering to modern furniture. 


Lighting 


Plan to keep as much daylight in your 
dining room as possible. Many dining 
rooms are located in the middle of the 
house and have only tiny high windows. 
Designed to keep you from seeing your 
neighbor’s house, they also keep you 
from seeing your food. You can increase 
your light space by replacing the small 
windows with one large window of 
translucent glass that lets in light 
without making you stare at the wall 
next door, 

Choose your artificial lighting tor 
flattery. Don’t let glaring lights empha- 
size the tiredness of the day’s work in the 
lines of the faces at the table. Wall 
brackets are passing out of style in the 
rest of the house where you need light 
to read or work. But in the dining room 
they provide light without being un- 
flattering to the people sitting around 
the table. 

Crystal chandeliers and wall brackets 
should sparkle like the fountains that 
inspired them and they should be the 
correct size to compliment your room, 


not overpower the furniture. 

The woman who uses candles is clever 
~—-not affected. Candles burning on the 
table are like a fire burning on the 
hearth and human beings have been 
warmed and comforted by flickering 
firelight and candlelight for hundreds 
and hundreds of years. Candlelight 
relaxes, and is kindly to everyone sitting 
around your table. It most easily 
creates that mood which is right for the 
evening meal. You can’t always have 
an open fire but you can have candles 
whether they stand in simple pottery 
holders or an ornate candelabrum. 


Wall Coverings 

Select wallpaper and curtaining in 
designs that will not interfere with your 
chairs. Make sure, especially in a small 
dining room, that your walls offer a 
simple background for chairs with 
intricately patterned backs. But if you 
are using plain chairs and furnishings, 
you may then use a larger pattern on 
wall or curtain. Dining rooms lend 
themselves well to material with interest- 
ing weave or in shades and tones of one 
color, particularly if the floor is pat- 
terned and colorful. Chair seats often 
are good places for accent colors in your 
room, but don’t choose materials that 
are harsh and scratchy to touch. 

Keep away, in this room, from designs 
in fabric or paper that repeat realistic 
pictures over and over again. For 
example, if you own some eighteenth 
century furniture don’t buy a wallpaper 
that pictures men and women in 
eighteenth century costume coming 
down an eighteenth century staircase to 
board an eighteenth century carriage. 
You are going to eat three meals a day 
with that wallpaper for a long, long 
time. The people on it will never descend 
a step farther and those fifty carriages 
will never, never be driven away .. . 
but you might. Much easier to look up 
books and find out what eighteenth 
century design looks like. Scenic panels 
which portray a varying scene across 
the wall, not a repetitive one, were used 
then. Simple, beautiful, classic design 
was also used for.wall covering. The 
wallpaper manufacturers and _ fabric 
designers have looked it all up before 
you, and have reproduced beautifully 
scaled formal patterns that were de- 
signed to delight and not offend the 
senses 


Accessories 

The use of mirrors in a dining room to 
enlarge its appearance is attractive—but 
don’t tilt them so you and your family 
are reflected in them or you will think 
you are eating in a hotel dining room 
surrounded by other diners. 

Plants, both flowering and green, give 
a restful, relaxing effect. Tops of 
radiator covers, sideboards and window 
sills are all appropriate spots for plants. 

Keep the fruit or flower decoration in 
the centre of your table low so that 
those eating may look down at the 
beauty before them and across at each 
other. 

Buy your china with the thought of 
how it will look with food on it. Again, 
as in everything else, the simpler the 
design the better. Cluttered pattern on 
china lacks the charm of good, well- 
distributed pattern. Here again your 
own personal choice is the criterion of 
taste. Personally I would rather have 
my steak and spinach and carrots served

POPPIES 
FOR MORE THAN 
ORIENTAL SPLENDOR 


Take pains in planting these flamboyant 


flowers and they will be the hardiest 


perennials in the garden. 


By HELEN O’REILLY 


Once upon a time an Oriental poppy 
was a huge, dazzling orange-scarlet 
flower that would not go with anything 
in the border. While admitting it was 
a gorgeous thing in itself, gardeners dug 
it out regularly and resolutely and a 
year later up came the gaudy thing, 
stealing the limelight from every shy, 
sweet flower within sight. 

All that has changed. Not that the 
Oriental poppy has become a shy sweet 
thing, but its colors are now so strikingly 
lovely that gardeners are digging it in 
to strategic show positions and dividing 
it lovingly to spread its exotic beauty 
through their borders. The new colors 
are the pink tones from the most 
delicate salmon to cerise, clear white, 
glowing gold, and the most glorious reds 
from flaming crimson to mahogany. One 
of the most enchanting is the water- 
melon pink one called Wunderkind and 
the most fabulous is Curtis Giant Flame, 
a blazing red poppy whose flowers are 
ten or more inches across, the largest 
poppy in existence. 


Position Is Everything 


Oriental poppies are the hardiest ot 
perennials—many a twenty - year - old 
clump flowered magnificently last spring 
-and, once well and truly planted, they 
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require laughably little care. In thei 
case, position is indeed everything for 
an Oriental poppy in a well-drained spot 
is practically indestructible. The time 
to plant or transplant these poppies is 
from August to November but in 
September for chofce because the fall 
growth is just starting and you know 
where you’re at—but let me explain. 


Beware the Watery Grave 
An Oriental poppy dies down so 
completely that, after its late spring 
flowering, it may be impossible to locate 
it; in September it puts up its fall 
growth of leaves so that, if you are 
transplanting, you know how to place 
the root and, if you are taking a cutting 
you know where to look for it! There 
are just two secrets of successful poppy 
planting and they are in apparent 
contradiction—the root must be kept 
moist while it is out of the ground and 
yet it must be planted in well-drained 
soil for damp ground will rot it. 

So before you fetch your precious 
poppies from the nursery, pick out that 
well-drained spot—an ideal place is the 
top of a terrace or just above a stone 
wall—and dig it well and deeply for 
your roots should be a fair size and 
tucking them in or laying them sidewise

Oriental poppies with their long 
vraceful stems and exotic blooms are 
the flower arranger’s dream if she knows 
how to manage them. The secret is to 
prevent the milky juice in the stems 
from drying out and sealing the ends 
so that they cannot absorb water. The 
safest method is to cut the stems to 
the length you want them for your vase 
and then hold the ends over a hot stove 
ring until they glow like coals for this 
turns them to charcoal which is very 
absorbent. 

| have had great success, however, 
with the lazier method which is to snip 
off an inch of stem a split second before 
putting the poppy in water or, when 
using a wide-necked vase, to cut off the 
inch of stem under the water so that 
the milky fluid has no time to dry in 
the air.

This Champion 
Barker III munches for a while, then decides on a good spot to bury the greasy 
bone—under your carpet. 

My wife has worn down more than one whisk broom brushing from my 
serge suit the accumulated hairs of all sorts of shaggy beasts who insist on 
giving me the Man’s Best Friend treatment, usually before nipping my ankle. 
And no one can estimate how many vases, lamps, cocktail glasses and knick 
knacks have fallen prey to our canine visitors. 

But lest the dog lovers think this is all aimed at them, let me add that cats 
also fail to attract me.

The Way to Proceed and Suceed 


1. Let Authors Help You. You read 
the directions on every package you buy. 
Don’t swallow your educational pills 
blindly either. If you have a new book 
for study, read the preface and intro- 
duction. Here the author tells you why 
he wrote the book, what he believes is 
important in it and what his general 
plan is. Read the table of contents. 
This is the skeleton where the whole 
organization of the book is laid out for 
you. The most important ideas in the 
book will be summarized in the chapter 
headings. 

2. Learn to Skim. Skim quickly over 
your evening assignment to get the drift 
of it. Then go back and read it carefully 
for detail. This habit of skipping quickly 
over for main points, then reading for 
detail is the way to learn. 

3. Don’t Be a Parrot. Read carefully 
and quickly for a half hour or so. Now 
close the book and see how much of 
it you remember. This method is far 
superior to blind memorizing. A parrot 
can memorize but can’t understand. 

4, Tell It to a Friend. Re-read what 
you don’t know, then if necessary, make 
a few notes in outline form and in your 
own words. Now you are ready for a 
joint study session with a friend. There’s 
nothing like finding out what someone 
else thinks of the same material. If 
she doesn’t know it, then try to teach 
her. You don’t really know anything 
until you can explain it to someone.

YOUR CHILD MAY 
OUTGROW AN ALLERGY 


BY ELIZABETH CHANT ROBERTSON, M.D., DIRECTOR, CHILD HEALTH CLINIC 


Whoever thought the new baby would 
develop an allergy to eggs, and get 
eczema? It just goes to show that every 
new member of the family seems to come 
equipped with her or his own special 
peculiarities, ‘and you just go along 
learning what they are. An older child 
might have asthma through an allergy 
to the family pup, and ragweed pollen 
is a very common cause of hay fever. 

The allergic child is simply one who 
reacts in abnormal ways to substances 
that don’t bother normal people—and 


it’s very possible that he’ll grow out of 


it, if watched. 

Watching, and tracking down the 
cause of different types of allergies is 
part of mother’s daily dozen, with the 
doctor as first mate on the job. 

For instance, allergic rhinitis 
sort of perpetual hay fever 


like a 
may be due 
to feather pillows, and hives or uticaria 
can be the aftermath of strawberry 
feasting. 

There are dozens of other substances, 
either in our food or our surroundings, 
which can cause allergies. 


Constitutional Differences 


Very often children inherit the sensitiv- 
ity from their parents, although it often 
varies in its manifestation; for instance, 
grandfather might have asthma, mothe 
hay fever and baby son eczema. If you 
are allergic, don’t be surprised if your 
youngsters show signs of it sooner o1 
later and, if they do, get the best medical 
advice you can for them when their 
symptoms appear. Allergic families are 
wisest not to have dogs or cats or other 
furry animals as pets 
other member may

easily develoy 


asthma or allergic rhinitis as a result. 
Allergic individuals are constitu- 
tionally different from normal people 
they have a substance in their blood 
which reacts with the material to which 
they are sensitive, and this combination 
in some way produces the trouble 
probably by liberating histamine or a 
histamine-like substance. You might 
wonder how we know there is this 
unusual substance in their blood. 
One way of showing it is as follows. II 
you take a little serum (the clear part 
of the blood) from an allergic individual 
say a ragweed hay fever sufferer—and 
inject this just into the skin of a normal 
individual, that little area of his skin 
will be sensitive or react to ragweed 
pollen, whereas all the rest of his skin 
will not respond at all to this pollen. 
Some types of allergy are commonet 
at different ages. Eczema is commonest 
in infants, asthma usually appears after 
the age of two (although it may occur as 
early as one month of age) and hay 
fever is more frequent after puberty. 


Eezema 


Eczema usually appears first on a 
baby’s face. It begins as small red spots, 
but these soon run together and become 
moist and covered with crusts. It is 
extremely itchy and is almost always 
scratched, with the result that it be- 
comes infected, which makes matters 
worse. Very often eczema is caused by 
some food to which the baby is sensitive. 
So if you notice a red scaly patch on you: 
baby, consult your physician at oncc 
before it spreads over a larger area 

Usually many different measures hav« 
to be undertaken in the treatment of 
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eczema, such as a change in the feeding, 
the application of special ointments and 
the use of oi] instead of soap and water 
for washing. Often it is very persistent, 
but in many babies it disappears during 
the second or third year. 


Asthma 


The symptoms of asthma are very 
different. In an attack of this disease 
the small tubes or bronchioles of the 
lung become blocked and as a result the 
patient has difficulty in breathing. This 
experience is frightening, even to an 
adult patient. The patient wheezes 
when he breathes and is more uncom- 
fortable when he lies down. Injections 
and drugs by mouth can be given which 
relieve the attack, but it is nearly always 
followed by some bronchitis, which of 
course causes coughing. 

Asthma may be due to horse dander 
or dandruff, cat hair, dog hair, feathers 
in pillows or to other materials in the 
patient’s environment. Less frequently 
it follows the eating of certain foods 
such as eggs or wheat. In a few cases the 
cause can be easily discovered — for 
instance, when the patient develops it 
a few weeks after adopting a kitten. 
Removing the kitten and avoiding cats 
generally then prevents further attacks. 

Usually the solution is not nearly so 
simple, and first-class detective work by 
a physician is needed to solve the prob- 
lem. Besides the history of the attacks 
and the study of the patient’s environ- 
ment the doctor has at least two other 
useful tools. The first is skin testing. 

In one type of skin test a tiny scratch 
is made on the patient’s skin and then a 
small amount of suitably prepared horse 
dander, if it is a suspected cause, is 
placed on the scratch. It is moistened 
with a little fluid. If the patient is 
sensitive to the horse dander he usually 
develops within the next twenty minutes 
a red patch or hive around the scratch. 
Different materials are tested in this 
manner, each in a different scratch. 

The other test that the physician uses 
is for food sensitivity alone. The patient 
is put on a simple diet consisting of a few 
foods to which very few patients are 
susceptible. After a few weeks on this 
diet, if no asthmatic attacks have occur- 
red, a few more foods are added. If this 


series of gradually increasing doses of the 
substance in question. As a result he is 
completely or partially relieved. 

The sneezing, running nose and itchy 
eyes of Say fever are too common to need 
comment. The season at which the 
attacks occur and skin tests usually 
revea! the noxious agent. Desensitiza- 
tion treatment usually gives relief. 

Hives, which consist of flat raised 
areas surrounded by redness, are often 
due to food sensitivity. Their itching is 
most irritating. If the offending sub- 


stance can be discovered, usually by 
noting the foods eaten shortly before 
the attack came on, it can be omitted 
from the diet and future trouble avoided 
The antihistamine drugs are often 
very helpful in controlling the symptoms 
of hay fever and hives. They may also 
be of value in the other allergic diseases. 
Sometimes they cause side reactions, 
such as drowsiness. As there are quite a 
number of them, it is quite common for 
a physician to try several in turn unti 
the most satisfactory one is found 


There is one other precaution that 
parents of allergic children should not 
neglect to take. As you know, lockjaw 
or tetanus is a very dangerous disease. 
It can only be treated effectively by 
the use of tetanus antitoxin. Allergic 
children may be sensitive to antitoxin 
and therefore cannot be given it. How- 
ever, fortunately it is easy to immunize 
a child against lockjaw by the use of 
tetanus toxoid. This procedure is abso- 


lutely harmless—in fact all our armed 


forces are protected in this way.

How can I prevent the dark ring 
forming around the egg yolk in hard- 
cooked eggs? 

The dark ring is a collection of sul- 
phur around the yolk and can be pre- 
vented in a number of ways. First of all 
cook your eggs at a very low tempera- 
ture and do not overcook them. Sec- 
ondly, cool immediately under cold run- 
ning water. Then crack the shell at the 
large end of egg and loosen it by rolling 
the egg between hands. Again, peel 
under running water and chill thor- 
oughly. 


What foods should be avoided if I 
want to lose weight? 

Watch this list of high-calorie foods: 
pastries, gravies or rich sauces, fried 
foods, nuts, candies, ice cream, cakes 
and cookies, jams, jellies, pancakes, 
potatoes, cream soups, lat on meats and 
fatty foods of any kind.

Gradu- 
ally add sugar, creaming until smooth. 
Add remaining ingredients and beat 
thoroughly. Sufficient to frost top and 
sides of 8-inch layer cake. 


Variations: 


1) Chocolate Cream-cheese Frosting. 

After the sugar is blended in, add 1 
square of unsweetened chocolate, melted 
and slightly cooled. Then add salt and 
vanilla. 


2) Orange Cream-cheese Frosting. 

Substitute orange juice for milk. 
Omit vanilla and add 4 teaspoon grated 
orange rind, 


Could you tell me how to bake a 
berry pie so that the crust will not be 
soggy? 

Here are a few suggestions to prevent 
a soggy crust: 

1) Have the berry filling a suitable 
consistency to prevent it from soaking 
into the crust. The three thickening 
agents are quick-cooking or minute 
tapioca, cornstarch and flour. 

2) Correct temperature is most im- 
portant. Start the pie in a very hot 
oven (450 deg. F.) on the lowest rack 
for 10 to 15 minutes. Then reduce the 
temperature to 350 deg. F. for the re- 
mainder of the baking period. 

3) Cooling the pie correctly is a help. 
Place the freshly baked pie on a cake 
rack as soon as it is taken from the oven. 
If it is placed on a table it is apt to 
steam, making crust moist. 


My neighbor prepares her own 
quick mixes for biscuits, muffins and 
breads. How long can these mixes be 
kept? Do they have to be refrigerated? 

Prepared mixes should keep well for 
six months tf stored in closely covered 
containers. They may be left at room 
temperature if they are made with skim 
milk powder and cooking fat that needs 
no refrigeration. 


Is it possible to dye clothes in the 
washing machine? 

For permanent color it is usually 
necessary to boil the fabric in the dye 
solution and this is not possible of course 
in a washing machine. A_ big old- 
fashioned wash-boiler is the best utensil 
for boiling and permanent dyeing. 

Llowever, the washing machine can 
be used for tinting—that is, for tem- 
porary color. The movement in the 
machine may help to give an even color. 
But don’t use a wringer for the tinted 
fabric because the rollers may acquire 
some of the color, and later press it into 
other clothes. And be sure to wash away 
all traces of color from inside machine. 


Is it possible to wash wool blankets 
in an automatic washer? 

If the automatic washer has the 
following two points, wool blankets can 
be Ww ashed successfully ; 

1) A control dial that can be changed 
by hand at any point during the cycle. 

2) The washer does not agitate or 
tumble while filling with water, or if it 
does, the blanket can be added after 
filling. 

Here is the method of washing. Soak 
blankets for 15 to 20 minutes in warm 
water containing a synthetic detergent. 
Spin off water and then soak the 
blankets in two different rinses of clear 
warm water for five minutes each. Spin 
again to remove water.
